: VILLAGH WEADMEN. 

No mofo important cxomplifivation of the 
principle of o0-cperntion in Chinese seniaty is'to 
ba found than ‘that Sinbodiod in the loval sulf- 
government ‘of tlie small communities of which « 
the’ grvater part of thd empire is composed. ‘Tha 
government ui the village ig.in the hands of tha 
people themsnlves. At first this. condition of 
affairs is Habla -to-be mistaken for a pure 
democracy, out very alight inquiry in 
snfficient {o make itevideat that while the 
government, in all matters of leeal cononra 
ig theoretically dona by the poople, in pructios 
the burden fails not apon tho people as x whelo, 
mt upon the stioulders of a fow porsona. who in’ 
different places are called different namos, and 
whoaa functions differ-as mgok ag thoir tithes. 
‘The apparent duad-l-vel naiformity of China is 
found apon investigntion ta be subjoot to sur- 
prising’, varictions, not only in parte of the 
empire reniote from ony another, but in “those 
which aro separated by hub a short distance.
